“What Am I Living For?”

satisfying answer. Today young- 
sters continue in this mad rush 
called civilization without giving 
any sober or conscientious thought 
to the purpose and real meaning 
of life. They have not awakened 
to the tragic fact that they have 
no positive and worthy goal set 
before them—the attainment of 
which it is their business and duty 
to consecrate and devote them- 
selves. Hence, life for most of these 
youngsters is a flat, insipid, and 
tame affair, devoid of challenge to 
heroism by the exertion and re- 
lease of youthful vigor. The ma- 
terial things of life, often pressed 
to the forefront as worthy objects 
of striving, devotion, and conse- 
cration, become paltry and unim- 
portant in the eyes of the more 
sober and conscientious youths. 

I am now thinking of an am- 
bitious young man who has 
made great strides in educa- 
tional pursuits. He has attained 
success in the Senior Cambridge 
and Higher Schools Examinations, 
and has also been fortunate in ob- 
taining a good job. To many young 
men, it seems that success in such 
exams and the obtaining of a good 
job mark the Canaan of life’s 
journey. To many, it seems the 
time for them to say as the 
Epicureans, “Eat, drink, and be 
merry.” However, listen to the es- 
sence of this young man’s testi- 

mony as he bewails his goal which 
Qe: to have taken wings. “I have 


passed my exams; I have obtained 
a good job; my parents bestow up- 
on me all the material comforts 
that I need; yet, life holds no posi- 
tive attraction for me. I thought 
my job would have furnished 
something positive to which I might 
devote myself, but therein, too, I 
am misled. My job has become in- 
sipid and uninteresting, and there 
is nothing left for which I must 
live.” 

You wonder why there are so 
many cases of suicide? You are 
awe-struck about youthful delin- 
quents who are the upstarts of 
mobs and riots? It is because of 
the above-mentioned testimony, 
the unspoken, though true, testi- 
mony of the nation’s youth—lean- 
ness and barrenness in the soul 
for lack of something to live for. 
They cannot put a finger upon an 
object in the whole realm of life 
and say as our Lord Jesus, “To 
this end was I born and for 
this cause came I into the 
world,” John 18:37. Without real- 
izing that God intends them to be 
conformed to the image of His Son 
(Romans 8:29), they go into life 
like a ship without a rudder and 
are tossed to and fro by life’s un- 
relenting tempest. Dr. Chalmers 
said, “It is not necessary that a 
man receive pain from anything 
in order to become miserable.” He 
went on to say that the individual 
who excels his fellow men in mis- 
ery is the one who sees neither in 
heaven above nor in the earth be- 
neath a single charm or attraction 
which can become to him a worthy 
goal for his pursuit in life. You 
have probably heard that nature 
abhors a vacuum and in this re-

It is too short to give you 
rest; there is no rest whatsoever on 
this bed for the soul of man. You 
may go and lie down on the bed 
of ambition, but this bed will never 
give rest to your soul. You may 
attain the honor and power of this 
world, but there is no rest for the 
soul of man in the honor nor the 
power of this world. There is no 
rest to be found in these things. 
There is many a man who has 
bargained at the counter of honor, 
who has lain down on the bed that 
is too short to give his soul rest. He 
stood at the bargain counter and 


What Is the Matter With the Bed?

TEXT: ISAIAH 28:20

When Isaiah prophesied the 
death of King Hezekiah, Hezekiah 
turned his face to the wall and 
prayed to God. He told God what 
he had done and what he hadn’t 
done, and God prolonged his life 
fifteen years. We find that in the 
end the Word tells us that Hezekiah 
slept with his father after a reign 
of twenty-nine years—the fifty- 
sixth year of his life, 697 B.C. 

The text tells us the bed is 
shorter than a man can stretch 
himself out on and that the cover 
is narrower than he can cover him- 
self with. If you read in the four- 
teenth verse, you will find that 
scornful men had been ruling the 
people which were in Jerusalem. To 
these men, the Word of God says 
in the fourteenth verse, “Where- 
fore hear the word of the Lord, ye 
scornful men, that rule this peo- 
ple which is in Jerusalem.” In the 
fifteenth verse we find that these 
men have said, “We have made a 
covenant with death, and with hell 
are we at agreement; when the 
overflowing scourge. shall pass 
through, it shall not come unto us: 
for we have made lies our refuge, 
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stand; when the _ overflowing 
scourge shall pass through, then ye 
shall be trodden down by it.” And 
why couldn’t they stand? “For the 
bed is shorter than that a man 
can stretch himself on it: and the 
covering narrower than that he 
can wrap himself in it.” The coun- 
cilors had made an agreement with 
the Egyptians regarding the alli- 
ance that they had made—God 
calls it the bed. 

Many times people make alli- 
ances with the world. My friend, 
God said that sin is going to be 
exposed and that your sins will find 
you out. We find in Numbers 32:23, 
in the last clause of that verse, 
that God said, “Be sure your sin 
will find you out.” Job 20:27 says, 
“The heaven shall reveal his ini- 
quity.” 

Did you ever go to a furniture 
show where all the different styles 
of furniture were on display? At 
such a show you would find some 
beautiful beds. These beds are for 
the purpose of furnishing rest for 
our physical bodies. They can nev- 
er, however, give rest to the soul of 
man. My friend, you may go and 


bargained for honor and power, but 
that honor and power will never 
give his soul rest. You may go and 
lie down on the bed of worldly 
pleasure, but the pleasure of this 
world will never give your soul 
rest, because there is no love of 
God in the pleasure of this world. 
God tells us that if we love the 
world, the love of the father is not 
in us. You may seek all known 
pleasure. Solomon, the wise man, 
let his heart go out after the 
things of this world; but finally, 
he admitted that it was all vanity 
and vexation of spirit and that 
there was no rest in it for the 
soul of man. 

You may lie down on the bed of 
worldly fame, but that bed is too 
short to give your soul rest. You 
may climb the ladder of fame until 
you reach the highest rung on it, 
but there is no rest for the soul 
of man. Friend, you may lie down 
on the bed of hypocrisy—there are 
many people who are lying on this 
bed, trying to find rest for their 
souls, but there is no rest there. 
Pretending to be something you are 
not can never fool God; you are 


























only fooling yourself. There is no 
rest on this bed. My good friend, 
you may go farther than this; 
you may lie down on the bed of 
formal worship; you may have your 
creeds; you may have your cate- 
chisms; you may have your man- 
ner of worship outlined, but these 
will never give your soul rest. We 
are warned in God’s Word about 
formalism. Paul told Timothy that 
the time would come when men 
would have a form of godliness but 
deny the power thereof. When 
worshiping God, we must worship 
Him in spirit. Formalism is repul- 
sive to the man who loves God. We 
can not please God by going 
through a form; we must worship 
Him in spirit. So this bed of for- 
malism will afford no rest to your 
soul. 


These beds remind me of a story 
that I read one time about a young 
man. The story relates that a young 
man was on the top deck of a 
ship one morning. The sun was 
shining brightly. He was tossing 
something that looked like a ball 
up in the air. And as he tossed the 
ball up in the air, it would glitter 
and sparkle. A man approached 
him and asked him what he had, 
and the boy answered, “This is a 
diamond. Why, I have invested all 
my wealth and fortune in this di- 
amond. It is worth over a million 
dollars.” The man said to him, 
“Sir, aren’t you afraid to play with 
it like that, tossing it up in the 
air?” And the man replied, “No.” 
He continued tossing it, again, 
again, again; but suddenly, he 
made one little awkward step — 
he failed to catch the diamond, 
and over the side it went, falling 
into the ocean. My friend, when 
you are lying on these beds that I 
have mentioned, trying to find rest 
for your soul, you are only playing 
with your soul, and if you are not 
careful, you will lose it. 


Now that we have considered the 
bedstead, which is the alliance that 
Hezekiah’s advisors and councilors 
had made with the Egyptians, let 
us take a look at the cover. But 
before we leave this bed, there is 
one more thought I wish to bring 
to your minds. Millions of people 
today are lying on a certain bed 
trying to find rest for their souls 


and that is the bed of carnal se- 
curity. They think this bed will give 
them rest, but it will not. My 
friend, it is an enemy to your soul. 
It will sap the life blood from you. 
I have been told—I don’t know 
whether it is true or not—that 
there is a large bat in Africa 
that feeds upon the blood of ani- 
mals and human beings. One day 
as a man was out walking, he be- 
came very hot. He sat down under 
the shade of a tree. He did not 
know the bat was around. As he 
sat down and began to rest, he 
felt a little breeze. It was that bat 
fanning his wings; but as the man 
enjoyed the breeze, he fell asleep, 
unaware of the bat’s presence. His 
victim being asleep, the bat pierced 
his jugular vein, sucked the life 
blood, flew away, and left him dead. 
It is in this manner that carnal 
security will sap the life blood of 
the soul of man. You may think 
you are secure in the things of this 
world. You may think that you 
have perfect security, but there is 
security only in Christ Jesus our 
Lord. He is the One who gives se- 
curity. The Apostle Paul said, “I 
know whom I have believed, and 
am persuaded that he is able to 
keep that which I have committed 
unto him against that day.” What 
had he committed to Christ? He 
had committed his soul into the 
hands of the great Shepherd of hu- 
manity, Jesus Christ, our Saviour 
and Lord. 


Now let us consider the cover of 
this bed. You never go to bed with- 
out a covering of some sort—a 
sheet, coverlet, or something to pull 
up over your body. Now God said 
the cover was too narrow to cover 
with. You may lay your head on 
the pillow of the great intellectual 
things of this world. Philosophy has 
tried many times to find a blanket 
to cover with but it is always too 
narrow. Science has tried to find a 
blanket but it is always too nar- 
row. Infidelity has tried to find a 
bianket, but it is too narrow. The 
atheist has tried to find a blanket, 
but it is too narrow. There are no 
“isms” or “sisms’”’ in this world 
that can give you a blanket to cov- 
er with. There is no one who is 
able to do that but Christ. 


My friend, you may try to cover 


yourself with things of the world; 
you may reach for the cover of 
pride and try to cover with it, but 
you can not cover that soul—your 
arms are going to stick out; your 
elbows and your knees are going to 
stick out; it is too narrow to cover 
with. And the blanket of procras- 
tination will never be able to cov- 
er you. You may say “I'll put off 
my salvation today” and keep put- 
ting it off, but someday it will be 
too late. Procrastination is the thief 
of time, stealing away opportunity 
from the human race. Then you 
may reach for the blanket of hy- 
pocrisy and try to cover with it. 
But God knows who you are and 
who you pretend to be. You may 
say you have the great blessing, 
but God knows who has it. In their 
hypocrisy Ananias and Sapphira 
lied to the Holy Ghost. They pre- 
tended they had done something 
when they had not, and the penalty 
was death. You may reach for the 
blanket of self-will, but it will not 
cover you; it is too narrow. Those 
old knees are going to stick out. 
Or you may reach for the blanket 
of morality, and you will discover 
that it will not cover you. You 
may say, “Well, preacher, I am 
not a bad fellow. I do not commit 
any heinous sin. I give to the 
church; I go to church; I say my 
prayers; I treat my fellow man 
right, and I give to the poor. Hear 
me, friend; even heathens believe 
in doing those things. Even back 
in the days of Christ, the Pharisees 
and the Sadducees believed in do- 
ing those things for a big show. 
But Jesus says, “That except your 
righteousness shall exceed the 
righteousness of the scribes and 
Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter 
into the kingdom of heaven.” So 
we have got to go beyond their 
righteousness. Now some will reach 
for the cover of “don’t care.” They 
will say, “I don’t care who knows 
what I do.” Oh, yes, you do care; 
you are only saying that to try to 
cover up. You do Gare; you are 
just trying to cover up with that 
blanket. It will not give you se- 
curity. You may boast and say, “I 
don’t care this,” and “I don’t care 
that.” And you may say, “Well I’ve 
been born again and I am okay.”

“Watch therefore: for ye know 
not what hour your Lord doth 
come.

“Blessed is that servant, whom 
his lord when he cometh shall find 
so doing. 

“Verily I say unto you, That he 
shall make him ruler over all his 
goods. 

“But and if that evil servant 
shall say in his heart, My lord de- 
layeth his coming; 

“And shall begin to smite his 
fellowservants, and to eat and 
drink with the drunken; 

“The lord of that servant shall 
come in a day when he looketh not 
for him, and in an hour that he is 
not aware of, 

“And shall cut him asunder, and 
appoint him his portion with the 
hypocrites: there shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth,” Matthew 
24:42-51. 

“And shall begin to smite (kicleon 
blast, strike, beat, afflict) his fel- 
lowservants (a companion or as- 
sociate; one of the same kind; a 
comrade or partner).” 

Who but the Omniscient One could 
have looked ahead two thousand 
years, disclosing a foresight of con- 
ditions that would so imperil the 
work of the Lord—tearing down 
and destroying rather than build- 
ing up the kingdom. 

“And as he sat upon the mount 
of Olives, the disciples came unto 
him privately, saying, Tell us, when 
shall these things be? and what 
shall be the sign of thy coming, 


and of the end of the world?” 
Matthew 24:3. 

No more the sign of a Babe 
wrapped in swaddling clothes ly- 
ing in a manger, but the signs of 
His return for a Church not hav- 
ing spot or wrinkle, for those who 
have made their robes white, wash- 
ed in the blood of the Lamb and 
watching for His return. 

“So likewise ye, when ye shall see 
all these things, know that it is 
near, even at the doors.” Matthew 
24:33. 

Yes, we have recognized some of 
the deceivers coming in the name 
of Christ, though I’m sure many 
wolves in sheep’s clothing are yet 
lurking to devour the flock of God, 
undiscerned. 

Generations, without exception, 
have heard of wars and rumors of 
war. 

Nation has risen against nation, 
kingdom against kingdom; there 
have been famines, pestilences, 
troubles, and earthquakes in divers 
places. 

Disciples of Jesus have been de- 
livered up to be afflicted; they have 
been killed; they have been hated 
of all nations for His name’s sake. 

Many have been offended; one 
has betrayed the other; hatred has 
supplanted love in the hearts of 
many. 

False prophets have arisen; many 
have been deceived. Iniquity 
abounds; love has waxed cold. 
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These and other signs foretold by 
Christ have been recognized with- 
out question and given much 
prominence, but have we overlook- 
ed this sore evil of smiting of fel- 
lowservants that doth eat like a 
canker—eating away at the very 
vitals of the Christian Church, 
arousing suspicion, stifling confi- 
dence, creating confusion, divid- 
ing rather than unifying believers; 
yea, weakening the arms of the 
Church. This sore evil from within 
Christianity must cease if we are to 
convert the unbelievers and lead 
the erring into the way, if the min- 
istry of the Word is to be effective. 

Two thousand years ago the 
angel Gabriel was sent from God 
to the Virgin Mary with the an- 
nouncement of Jesus’ birth, de- 
claring, “He shall be great, and 
shall be called the Son of the High- 
est: and the Lord God shall give 
unto him the throne of his father 
David: And he shall reign over the 
house of Jacob for ever; and of his 
kingdom there shall be no end,” 
Luke 1:32, 33. “He came unto his 
own, and his own received him not. 
But as many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become the 
sons of God, even to them that be- 
lieve on his name:” John 1:11, 12. 
To his disciples he said, “. . . I will 
build my church and the gates of 
hell shall not prevail against it.” 

He did not take over the earthly 
kingdom but He established a king- 
dom within a kingdom, an ever- 
lasting kingdom. “And when he was 
demanded of the Pharisees, when 
the kingdom of God should come, 
he answered them and said, The 
kingdom of God cometh not with 
observation: Neither shall they say, 
Lo here! or, lo there! for, behold, 
the kingdom of God is within you,” 
Luke 17:20, 21. “Jesus answered, My 
kingdom is not of this world,” John 
18:36. “Another parable put he 
forth unto them, saying, The king- 
dom of heaven is like to a grain of 
mustard seed, which a man took, 
and sowed in his field: 

Which indeed is the least of all 
seeds: but when it is grown, it is the 
greatest among herbs, and becom- 
eth a tree, so that the birds of 
the air come and lodge in the 
branches thereof. 

“.. The kingdom of heaven is 


like unto leaven, which a woman 
took, and hid in three measures of 
meal, till the whole was leavened,” 
Matthew 13:31-33. 


“.. . and of his kingdom there 
shall be no end.” The seed has be- 
come a tree; the whole has been 
leavened. Oh, glorious day! 


Who are the subjects of this king- 
dom; what nationality are they? 
They are God’s “whosoever,” they 
have no nationality in particular, 
but are the redeemed out of every 
kindred and tongue, tribe and na- 
tion; the born again, blood washed, 
Spirit filled body of believers, the 
body of Christ, the Church. The 
Church, with Christ as the head, 
has been in the making for ap- 
proximately two thousand years 
and is now being readied, by the 
Holy Ghost, for presentation to 
Christ upon His return. Oh yes, 
when the Bride is united with the 
Groom, there will be a royal re- 
ception that will exceed all earth’s 
grand receptions; it will be a feast 
that will last for seven years and 
the place for the banqueting will 
be in the royalities of the skies. 

Satan very well knows the Found- 
er and Builder of the Church, 
Christ, we being workers together 
with Him, if so be we are in Christ; 
for he met Him face to face in 
the wilderness temptation. He at- 
tempted to prevail over Christ be- 
fore the Church was born, and for 
ages he has so attempted to prevail 
over the church; but the sure Word 
of the Lord liveth and abideth for- 
ever, “he shall not prevail.” Never- 
theless, as long as the Church is in 
the world, she will be attacked by 
Satan for he is the prince of this 
world and has no part with Christ. 
However, his strategy has changed. 
He no longer makes his heaviest 
assaults from without; but has 
transformed himself into an angel 
of light and comes into the sheep- 
fold some other way, other than 
by the door, for to steal and to 
kill. Upon observation of his devas- 
tating weapons, one that seems to 
be most deadly is this smiting of 
fellowservants. I recall an allegory 
that brought to light Satan’s care- 
fully planned strategy to overthrow 
the church that fits so beautifully 
here; I want to relate it. He (Satan) 
called together all his host of de- 


mons and devils and presented to 
them his scheme for an all out 
final assault to overthrow the 
Church. For centuries and centuries 
he had attacked the Church again 
and again in a futile effort to ex- 
terminate it; but upon being con- 
vinced that was impossible, he re- 
vised his tactics and charged his 
demons and devils to transform 
themselves into angels of light, get 
inside the Church and induce them 
to fight among themselves, to bite 
and devour one another. And that 
Satan is the author of such is 
without question. 

This sore evil has developed into 
an epidemic. There seems to be 
immunity nowhere, locally, nation- 
ally or internationally. But who is 
willing to acknowledge it or anx- 
iously cry out, “Is it I? Search me, 
O God, thou who triest the reins 
of the heart, and see if there be any 
wicked way in me.” The Lord hath 
said, “I judge no man, but my words 
judge you.” Perhaps many have 
wielded their weapon as an in- 
strument of Satan unwittingly; 
nevertheless, it is. high time we 
awoke to this unwarranted siege 
of the devil, lest we labor in vain. 

Who is the guilty that we may 
charge them? The verdict would 
be pulpit and pew alike. 

Only recently, I listened to a 
perfectly good sermon via radio; 
but the minister, instead of con- 
cluding with an appeal to the lost 
and needy, gave himself to smiting 
his fellowservants. He pounced upon 
another religious group in his town 
and gave them a good smiting be- 
fore he left the air. A good fellow 
in his own eyes, but the Lord hath 
said an evil servant. 

Upon another occasion, a minis- 
ter of one denomination in a city 
concluded his broadcast by smiting 
the fellowservant who was to follow 
him with a program, from another 
denomination; and the minister 
who followed him, in turn, began 
his program by smiting back at the 
minister who had preceded him. 
Perhaps we have cause to wonder 
why the lost are so unconcerned 
and many are falling away, may- 
be not in numbers, but in heart. 
Smiting is crippling and sometimes 
causes death, you know. Under such

You may believe in eternal security. 
Hear me, my friend; the only time 
you have security is when you keep 
your hand in the hand of God. 
Hear me; you may say that you 
have been born again and that you 
have eternal security, but Jesus 
said, “But he that shall endure un- 
to the end, the same shall be 

saved.” 

Eternal security comes in the 
hand of God. You can take your- 
self out of the hand of God any 
time that you wish to. You can 
leave the sheep fold any time you 
so desire. Backslider, because you 
were once born again does not give 
you eternal security. You have got 
to come back to God. I think one 
of the most dangerous doctrines 
taught to humanity is the doctrine 
that teaches that because a man 
has been born again he has eter- 
nal security, regardless of what he 
does. Your eternal security is ef- 
fective only as you keep yourself in 
the fold of God. When you leave 
your father’s house and turn your 
back on God, there is no eter- 
nal security there, Brother. I can 
not see it any other way. 

There is another blanket that 
people will reach out and try to 
cover themselves with. That is their 
“church-anity.” You can ask some 
people, “Are you a Christian?” 
They will answer, “I belong to such 





and such a church.” You can ask 
him, “Is your name written in the 
Lamb’s Book of Life?” They will 
answer, “I belong to so and so.” 
Belonging to such and such or so 
and so is not going to give you 
security. They will never answer 
you and tell you that they are a 
real Christian. Their answer is al- 
ways, “I belong to so and so.” You 
may have your name upon every 
church record of every organiza- 
tion in this whole world but unless 
you are covered with the blood of 
Christ, you will die and go to a 
devil’s hell. 


There is another blanket 
that so many people are trying 
to cover with, and that is, “Mama 
and Papa believe so and so.” May- 
be Papa and Mama did walk in as 
much light as they had in their 
day and age, but are you walking 
in the eternal light of God’s Word? 
Papa and Mama’s religion is not 
going to save you. It is possible for 
a man to be sincere and honest 
and still be wrong, die and go to a 
devil’s hell. There are some who, 
when asked to unite with the 
church, will say, “I hate to leave 
such and such a place.” They pro- 
fess to be born-again Christians, 
wanting to do the will of God, but 
they are tied to the graveyard of 
the church and do not want to 
move their membership. There are 
many who profess to have a real 
experience with God, but God knows 
whether they really possess it or 
not. Many are still tied to the 
graveyard of some church. God 
wants us to go where we can do 
the most good. Then there are oth- 
ers who will reach for that blanket, 
“I believe this or I believe that.” 
From my observation, I’ve discov- 
ered that about 90 per cent of the 
people base their belief on what 
some preacher has said or what 
some man has said instead of the 
Word of God. 


We have considered the bed- 
stead; it is too short. We have con- 
sidered the covering; it is too nar- 
row. Beloved, may I point you to 
the Lamb of God? Lay down on the 
bed of His promises by faith. Hav- 
ing faith in God and being born 
again of His Spirit will enable you 
to stretch out on this bed. The 
first blanket you will reach for, by 

















faith, is sanctification. You may 
have this blanket simply by having 
faith in the atoning blood of Christ, 
and by keeping your heart pure 
and clean and free from the things 
of this world. 


The next blanket that you will 
reach for, by faith and praise, is 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. This 
bed gives you security through the 
blood of Jesus that you are safe. 
The Comforter that Jesus said He 
would send is the blessed Holy 
Ghost. The baptism of the Holy 
Ghost gives you power to overcome, 
to endure and to witness for Him. 
You might say, “How will I know 
when I have received the Baptism? 
Acts 2:4. We know when He comes 
because He speaks. That is the evi- 
dence of receiving the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit—you will speak in 
other tongues. 


Beloved, let us go on to higher 
heights and deeper depths in the 
love of God. Let us get out of the 
old rut and soar high in the love of 
God. I once read the story of a 
man who was traveling around and 
stopped at a little country zoo. As 
he stopped and looked, his atten- 
tion was attracted by an eagle a 
man had chained. That poor old 
eagle could go only so far and he 
wandered around and around the 
post he was chained to. He had gone 
around so much that there was a 
rut worn in the path he contin- 
ually followed. The man asked the 
owner of the eagle if he would sell 
the eagle, and the owner told him 
he would. The man asked him the 
price and the man told him. He 
gave the man the money and the 
new owner told the zoo keeper to 
turn the eagle loose. The man told 
him that the eagle was his now, 
and he could do as he wished. The 
fellow took the chain off of the 
eagle’s leg. But the old eagle had 
been chained so long that even with 
the chain off his leg, he kept go- 
ing around and around. The man 
went to the eagle and kicked him 
out of the rut, and said, “Go on, 
you’re free.” As the old eagle stood 
there for just a second or two; he 
stretched out his wings, realizing 
suddenly that he was free. He 
sprang up into the air and went 
soaring around and around; he 
went higher and higher. Once in 


awhile you could hear him give a 
keen holler as he went soaring 
around and around in the air. They 
stood and watched the eagle until 
he got so high his feathers glit- 
tered in the sunlight. God has re- 
deemed us by the blood of His 
precious Son, and He wants us to 
go on to greater heights and deep- 
er depths in His love.

circumstances we must follow the 
example of our Lord and turn our 
back to the smiters. Jesus said, 
“whosoever shall smite thee on thy 
right cheek, (don’t smite back), 
turn to him the other also,” Mat- 

thew 5:39. 

These are not rare occurrences or 
special occasions; such instances 
are common evils heard the world 
over, both in and out of religious 
circles, and we must be concerned 
about the Master’s business that 
we waste not the kingdom. 


These are days when the Chris- 
tian Church must be strong, not 
necessarily numerically, but strong 
in the Lord and the power of His 
might, for we must fight the strong 
foe until he is ultimately defeated. 
The things we do and the things 
we say as Christian leaders must 
unify rather than divide the body 
of believers. The body of Christ is 
one and hath many members. “And 
the eye cannot say unto the hand, 
I have no need of thee: nor again 
the head to the feet, I have no 
need of you. 

Nay, much more those members 
of the body, which seem to be more 
feeble, are necessary:” 1 Corin- 
thians 12:21, 22. Without all the 
members of the body, and they in 
co-ordination, the body would be 
handicapped. One member cannot 
go it alone without the rest of the 
body. Each has a duty to perform. 


We have our union revivals, union 
meetings, fellowship meetings, 
clubs, associations, etc. to foster 
fellowship among believers, but we 
must acknowledge the goal sought 
has not been realized with gratify- 
ing results. 

Many a church member with cul- 


tured intellect and pleasant man- 
ners who would not stoop to an 
immoral act, to stealing, to murder, 
to lying, to coveteousness or idola- 
try, to drunkenness, to adultery or 
any of many unnamed sins, has 
placed himself at the disposition 
of Satan and become a powerful 
instrument in his hands by smiting 
his fellowservants. And the terrible 
sin of this evil is excusing it, even 
in our own lives, rather than con- 
demning it. Take a look into your 
own heart and see if a germ lives 
there that upon exposure would 
break out with deadly contagion 
and afflict the whole family of be- 
lievers; or perhaps there may be 
any number of skeletons of victims 
who died at your hands or were 
bruised and so terribly beaten that 
they shall never be able to fully 
recuperate; for the sake of the 
cause of Christ, of souls and of the 
times, quarantine yourself and 
your heart until, under Christ’s 
care, you have been pronounced 
clean, free of all implications. We 
must not allow ourselves to be de- 
ceived into thinking that forgetting 
these crimes will suffice for re- 
pentance. We cannot pretend ig- 
norance of the wrong and be 
justified. We must be made clean 
before we can stand in His pres- 
ence uncondemned. 


This is by no means a new de- 
vice of Satan, but serves to remind 
us the devil has lost none of his 
devilishness and that we must be 
alert. Dating back to the days of 
Jeremiah, the prophet, we find this 
reminder: “Then said they, Come, 
and let us devise devices against 
Jeremiah; for the law shall not 
perish from the priest, nor counsel 
from the wise, nor the word from 
the prophet. Come, and let us smite 
him with the tongue, and let us not 
give heed to any of his words,” 
Jeremiah 18:18. Yes, they plotted 
to smite the man of God, and smite 
they did. Were they effective? Yes, 
momentarily they fanned the winds 
of discouragement, outwardly; but 
greater was He that was within 
than he that was without. Jeremiah 
rode out the storm victoriously, but 
under his oppression he cried out, 
“O Lord, thou hast deceived me, 
and I was deceived: thou art 
stronger than I, and hast prevail- 
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ed: I am in derision daily, every 
one mocketh me. 

“For since I spake, I cried out, I 
cried violence and spoil; because 
the word of the Lord was made a 
reproach unto me, and a derision, 
(mock, laugh, ridicule, scorn, con- 
tempt) daily. 

“Then I said, I will not make 
mention of him, nor speak any 
more in his name. But his word was 
in mine heart as a burning fire 
shut up in my bones, and I was 
weary with forbearing, (to abstain 
from, to be patient) and I could 
not stay (rest, stand still). 

“For I heard the defaming (to in- 
jure or destroy the good reputation 
of, accuse falsely, asperse, villify) 
of many, fear on every side. Report, 
say they, and we will report it. All 
my familiars watched for my halt- 
ing, saying, Peradventure he will 
be enticed, and we shall prevail 
against him, and we shall take our 
revenge on him. 

“But the Lord is with me as a 
mighty terrible one: therefore my 
persecutors shall stumble, and 
they shall not prevail: they shall 
be greatly ashamed; for they 
shall not prosper: their everlasting 
confusion shall never be forgotten,” 
Jeremiah 20:7-11. 

Even long before James the 
Apostle lived, the devil knew the 
effectiveness of that deadly little 
member, the tongue. And James, 
under the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit, reminds the household of 
faith that it has lost none of its 
poison through the centuries. “Even 
so the tongue is a little member, 
and boasteth great things. Behold, 
how great a matter a little fire 
kindleth! And the tongue is a fire, 
a world of iniquity: so is the 
tongue among our members, that it 
defileth the whole body, and set- 
teth on fire the course of nature; 
and it is set on fire of hell. 


“But the tongue can no man 
tame; it is an unruly evil, full of 
deadly poison,” James 3:5, 6, 8. 

Since every member has a tongue, 
we cannot say that this Scripture 
is for the other fellow. This is a 
personal concern for all, no excep- 
tions. We must, every member of 
the body of Christ, take heed lest 
the voice of the Lord condemn us 
with the cry of a brother’s blood 
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from the earth—a crime no less 
terrible than the crime of Cain, 
who slew his brother, Abel. The 
crime could be committed any- 
where; from the pulpit, the print- 
ed page, over the airways, in the 
living room of your own home, or 
perhaps around the lunch table, or 
over the coffee cup; from house 
to house—that innocent gossip that 
means no harm. Some lay mem- 
bers and preachers too, have so 
smitten their pastors (on the back, 
too), the evangelists, the board 
members, the committeemen, the 
officials, until they have left them 
dead in the eyes of some people, 
influence gone, effectiveness; and 
with no feeling of remorse, feeling 
justified out of the evil of the heart. 
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Some have so smitten organiza- 
tions that were brought to birth, 
unmistakably by the Holy Spirit for 
a definite purpose in the kingdom 
of God; that has nourished and 
brought up children, preserved the 
remnant, provided shelter from the 
raging storms of the world; gal- 
lantly pioneered the gospel trails, 
forever facing the foe, and has gone 
and is going into all the world 
with the gospel, that her wounds 
bleed continuously. And we hear 
again the voice of the Lord when 
brother rose up against brother and 
slew him, “the voice of thy brother’s 
blood crieth unto me... .” Genesis 
4:8, 10. 

And may I add here that it 


stands without repute that or- 
ganized efforts, under the Holy 
Spirit’s guidance, is the strongest 
effort in the world and the devil 
unmistakably knows it; that is why 
he is so cunningly trying to dis- 
illusion people concerning organi- 
zation. It is the greatest ways and 
means of propagating the gospel in 
all the world. 

Evil tears down, does not build 
up; destroys, not saves; creates con- 
fusion instead of peace, and the 
Lord is not the author of such. 
Those who so indulge have allowed 
themselves to become emissaries of 
Satan. If you recognize evil in the 
camp, don’t destroy the camp, you 
become guilty of blood; but pray 
for the evil to be removed; destroy 
it. If you recognize evil in an in- 
dividual, don’t kill the man, you 
become guilty of brother blood; but 
pray that the evil be removed; 
Christ came to save men’s lives, not 
destroy them. if you recognize evil 
in an organization, don’t destroy 
the organization; if it be of God, 
you become guilty of mass murder, 
such atrocious crimes; but seek the 
Lord until HE removes the evil. 


If you’re allowed to preach the 
whole gospel, don’t run off and 
leave its members, fellowservants 
to suffer; that would be cowardice 
and traitorism; but stay with it, 
binding up, not opening up, wounds, 
pouring in oil until the sores be 
healed. The Lord will never destroy 
the Church because of evil, but He 
will love it and cherish it, casting 
out the evil. But forever and for- 
ever the Word of the Lord hath 
said, “thy brother’s blood will I re- 
quire at thine hand.” 

“Speak not evil one of another, 
brethren. He that speaketh evil of 
his brother, and judgeth his broth- 
er, speaketh evil of the law, and 
judgeth the law: but if thou judge 
the law, thou art not a doer of the 
law, but a judge. 

“There is one lawgiver, who is 
able to save and to destroy: who 
art thou that judgest another?” 
James 4:11, 12. 

'Tis true we may recognize some 
tares growing in the wheat fields, 
but the Lord taught us to leave those 
alone and go on sowing the good 
seed; and in the end of the world, 
the time of harvest, He would send 























forth His angels to gather first the 
tares, the children of the wicked 
one, and bind them in bundles to 
burn; then gather the wheat into 
His barn. Matthew 13:37, 38. Why 
are His disciples forbidden to up- 
root the tares? “. . . lest while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up also 
the wheat with them,’ Matthew 
13:29. They were to preach the 
word. “Recompense to no man evil 
for evil. .. . Dearly beloved, avenge 
not yourselves, but rather give 
place unto wrath: for it is written, 
Vengeance is mine; I will repay, 
saith the Lord,” Romans 12:17, 19. 


“Finally, be ye all of one mind, 
having compassion one of another, 
love as brethren, be pitiful, be 
courteous: 


“Not rendering evil for evil, or 
railing for railing: but contrari- 
wise blessing; knowing that ye are 
thereunto called, that ye should in- 
herit a blessing. 


“For he that will love life, and see 
good days, let him refrain his 
tongue from evil, and his lips that 
they speak no guile: 


“Let him eschew evil, and do 
good; let him seek peace and en- 
sue it. 


For the eyes of the Lord are over 
the righteous, and his ears are 
open unto their prayers: but the 
face of the Lord is against them 
that do evil,” 1 Peter 3:8-12.
